2. Citations and Explanations 

1 . .. The object of independent claims 1 and 8 fully anticipated by D1 (US-A-4 779 

552), which r^pvvi a system in a water-craft for providing furnishings, in which * 
system one or more prefabricated room units (7) are arranged to be inserted into 
the water-craft, which water-craft comprises one or more deck constructions, 
provided with support structures (4), and a board (3), whereby the board (3) of 
the water-craft is provided with an opening, or an end, and in that the room units 
(7) are arranged to be installed in the water-craft through the opening into 
predetermined positions on the deck construction so that an exterior side portion 
(9) of the room unit (7) forms a part of the outboard (3) of the water-craft and/or 
an interior side portion of the room unit (7) forms a part of the interior board 
; surrounding an open inner section of the water-craft; (claim 1) 

a method for providing furnishings in a water-craft, which water-craft comprises 
one or more deck constructions, provided with supporting structures (4), and a 
board (3), in which method one or more room units (7) are installed into the 
water-craft, whereby one or more room units (7) are installed on the deck 
construction through an opening provided in the board (3) of the water-craft, and 
in that the room units (7) are moved into predetermined positions on the deck 
construction so that the exterior side portion (9) of the room unit (9) forms a part 
of the outboard (3) of the water-craft and/or an interior side portion of the room 
unit (7) forms a part of the interior board of an open inner section of the water- 
craft (claim 8). 
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It is to be noted that the term board and especially the term outboard has usually 
a different meaning, ie outboard or inboard. Therefore independent claims 1 and 
8 read on the disclosure in D1. 

Moreover, D2 (GB-A-2 110 603) also anticipates fully the subject-matter of 
independent claims 1 and 8. D2 shows also the interior board and an inner 
section which may be designated as being open. 

2. The appended claims 2, 3 and 5 are also fully anticipated by the disclosure in D1 
or D2. 

3. Appended claims 4 and 6-1 1 are concerned with obvious design features, and 
as such do not add any inventive subject-matter to the respective claim they are 
appended to. 

4. There is no fair suggestion in the available prior art as to a method according to 
appended claim 12. 

However it seems that the particular disposition of the supporting structure as 
shown in figures 1 and 2 is needed. 
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VIII. Certain observations on the international application 

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully supported by 
the description, are made: 

1 The expression "the board ... is provided with an opening or an end" is misleading 
since it is not possible to have an end between each two openings. 

The last part of independent claims 1 and 8 introduced by "and/or" is concerned 
with an inner board, such that the above expression is even less clear in this 
particular context. 

2. It is not clear how the units may be installed in the water-craft through an opening 
or an end, unless the end is also provided with an opening. 

Furthermore if the units are introduced through the end, the openings in the board 
are not necessary. 

3. The present text of claim 5 does not seem to make much sense urrtes& the 
independent claim mentions the supporting structure to be situate each 
second unit. 
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(TWICE) AMENDED CLAIMS 

1 . A system in a water-craft for providing furnishings, in which system one or 
more prefabricated room units (2a,2b,2c,2d) are arranged to be inserted into 

5 the water-craft (1), which water craft comprises one or more deck construc- 
tions (1 1), provided with support structures (14), and a board (3a, 3b), charac- 
terised in that the board (3a,3b) of the water craft (1) is provided with an 
opening (4) or an end (3c), and in that the room units (2a,2b,2c,2d) are ar- 
ranged to be installed in the water-craft (1) through the opening (4) or the end 
10 (3c) into predetermined positions (8a,8b,8c,8d) on the deck construction (11) 
so that an exterior side portion (9) of the room unit (2a,2b,2c,2d) forms a part 
of the outboard (3a) of the water-craft (1) and/or an interior side portion (10) 
of the room unit (2a,2b,2c,2d) forms a part of the interior board (3b) sur- 
rounding an open inner section (12) of the water-craft (D-

2. A system according to claim 1 , ufeuacterised in that the room unit 
(2a, 2b, 2c, 2d) comprises one or more r~ Hr- "ooms or similar units. 

3. A system according to claim 1 or 2, characterised in that the exterior side 
20 portion (9) and/or the interior side portion (10) consists of a window (9a), a 

wall (9b) and/or a balcony (9c). 

4. A system according to claim 3, characterised in that the side portion 
(9a,9b,9c) is installed after the room unit (2a,2b,2c,2d) has been moved into 

25 the water-craft (1). 

5. A system according to claim 1, characterised in that the width of the 
opening (4) arranged in the board (3a, 3b) is smaller than the total width of two 
or more room units (2a,2b,2c,2d), when the room units (2a,2b,2c,2d) are be- 

30 ing taken into the water-craft (1). . 
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6. A system according to any one of claims 1-5, characterised in that the 
sealing of the room unit/units (2a,2b,2c,2d) is at least partially carried out by 
connecting the exterior side portion (9) or the interior side portion (10) directly 
to another exterior side portion (9) or another interior side portion (10) by 

5 means of separate cover strips or another sealing arrangement. 

7. A system according to claim 3, characterised in that the side portion (9a, 
9b) includes a floor and/or a ceiling portion (17) to be installed separately. 

10 8. A method for providing furnishings in a water craft, which water craft (1) 
comprises one or more deck constructions (11), provided with supporting 
structures (14), and a board (3a,3b), in which method one or more room units 
(2a,2b,2c,2d) are installed into the water craft (1), characterised in that one or 
more room units (2a,2b,2c,2d) are installed on the deck construction (11) 

15 through an openmo (4) or and end (3c) provided in the board (3a,3b) of the 
water craft (1), and in that the room units (2a,2b,2c,2d) are moved into prede- 
termined positions <3&,8b,8c,8d) on the deck construction (11) so that the an 
exterior side portion (9) of the room unit (2a,2b,2c,2d) forms a part of the 
outboard (3) of the water-craft (1) and/or an interior side portion (10) of the 

20 room unit (2a,2b,2c,2d) forms a part of the interior board (3b) of an open inner 
section (12) of the water-craft (1). 

9. A method according to claim 8, characterised in that after the room unit 
(2a,2b,2c,2d) has reached the predetermined position (8a,8b,8c,8d) the exte- 
25 rior side portion (9) is disposed, attached and/or sealed to the outboard (3a) 
and/or the interior side portion (10) is disposed, attached and/or sealed to the 
interior board (3b)..

10. A method according to claim 8 or 9, characterised in that a separate side 
portion (9,10) is disposed, attached and/or sealed to the room unit 
(2a,2b,2c,2d) or to the board (3a, 3b). 
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11. A method according to any one of claims 8-10, characterised in that the 
room unit (2a,2b,2c.2d) comprises one or more cabins, rooms or similar units 
and/or the side portion (9,10) comprises one or more windows (9a), walls (9b) 

5 and/or balconies (9c). 

12. A method according to any one of claims 8-11, characterised in that the 
room unit (2a,2b,2c,2d) is moved aboard in the transverse direction (A) of the 
water-craft (1) through the board (3a,3b) of the water-craft without any sub- 

10 stantial movement in the longitudinal direction (B) of the water-craft, so that 
the movement in the longitudinal direction (B) is preferably smaller than the 
width of the room unit (2a, 2b, 2c, 2d). 
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
